(2) No student may, during the 
y^' t, bold office* l : .ouotliig to more 
than fifteen (15) points, except by 
special vote of the faculty committee 
on rules and regulations. 

(3) Any entertainment, pageant, 
etc., requiring more than three hours 
of preparation per week shall consti¬ 
tute a "stunt" and be subject to the 
point system. 

(4) Points held In captaincies, 
managerships* plays, etc,, shall not 
be dropped at cessation of practice, 
but shall hold throughout the year.

In nearly every state university ol 
the South, notably the Univeristriei 
of Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama, 
and Georgia Tech, the student asso¬ 
ciation plan has been carried out 
most successfully. It has been in 
operation at Rollins for several years 
but is being carried out more exten 
slvely this year than ever before. 

Last year the charge was $6.00 
but the sum was so small that little 
could be accomplished. This yeai 
it is $7.50 a semester or $15.00 for 
the year. The ticket issued, show-in* 
payment of the fee, entitles the holder 
to a subscription to the Sandspur, ad 
mission to all athletic games (foot¬ 
ball, basketball and baseball), mem¬ 
bership in the Delphic Society (which 
support w’ill go toward lectures, con¬ 
certs, dramatics, and debates). 

This $15.00 paid in by each stu¬ 
dent will be distributed by a com¬ 
mittee composed of students and 
faculty.
